The Missouri Pacific yards at the stite line 
%ere crowded with employes, this morning, 
and switch engines were kept busy switching 
nnd making up trains. 
A few policemen pa­ 
trolled the yards but their presence seemed 
almost useless as not a striker was to be 
*een. 
A few spectators gathered about the 
crossings and chatted with the venerable 
flagmen, who for many years, has fa ithfully 
warned the public of approaching trains, 
but the scene was by no means suggestive of 
a bitter cSiiflict between capital and labbr. 
The large crowds that for weeks hung per­ 
sistently about the yards have disappeared, 
and the hot headed men who advocated ex ­ 
treme measures to prevent the running of 
trains have likewise vanished. 
The presence 
of the latter was never courted by the strikers 
nor urged by the public, and their absence is 
a source of regret to neither. 
The ac tion of the strikers in making no 
attempt to 
stop tho 
moving of 
trains, 
yet 
positively 
refusing 
to 
return 
to 
work, 
lias 
proved 
puzzling 
not only to the pulic but also to the company. 
The men claim that the strike is not at an 
end, that the company has won no victor}’, 
that the trouble will never be settled until a 
compromise is agreed upon and that they are 
in an ex cellent position to carry on the fight 
until the railroad officials are forced to sub­ 
mit to their demands. 
Yet. in spite of these 
declarations the stubborn fact remains that 
the company is actually engaged in handling 
freight and trains are made up and run out 
of 
the 
city 
unmolested. 
New 
hands 
have been employed and are allowed to go to 
their work in the morning and return to their 
homes at night without being subjected to 
insult or personal injury. 
It is true, how­ 
ever, that the employes under police protec­ 
tion and the strikers would not be in any 
manner to interfere with them. 
That the 
strikers are not determined to be unreasona­ 
bly aggressive is shown by their willingness 
to respect the writs that have been served 
upon them and remain away from the guards. 
By their actions they show that they will 
obey the law, but at the same time will not 
yield to the company. 
WILT, THE ENGINEERS STRIKE? 
A b elief preva ils quite g enera lly tha t the 
strikers are holding out in ex pecta tion tha t 
the eng ineers w ill join them a nd tha t they 
w ill then be in a position to force the co m ­ 
pa ny into a com prom ise. 
“ I)o you hear any bilk among the engineers 
of a proposed strike? ” was asked of a ivnight 
of Labor this morning. 
“ Yes. a good deal of talk on the quiet. 
From what 1 have heard I am satisfied that 
the engineers will strike. ” 
“ What reason have they for striking? ” 
They have been losing money ever since the 
strike on the Missouri Pacific road began, and 
are dissatisfied on that account. 
You see the 
company has not run trains on time and some 
of tho engineers have been unable to make 
more than half what they formerly made. 
I 
am fully convinced that the}- will strike with­ 
in a few days, and if they do the company 
will soon be brought to terms.” 
An engineer was seen by a S t ar reporter, 
and when asked if there was any truth in the 
report of an intended strike of the Brother­ 
hood, replied: 
“ I have not lizard any talk to that effect, 
and do not believe there is any truth in the 
report.’ 
While there are grounds for asserting that 
tho engineers are not making as much money 
at the present time as they were before the 
strike was inaugurated, they fully compre­ 
hend the situation in which the company is 
placed, and realize that it is impossible to run 
trains as regularly day and night as they were 
run before the strike began. 
If the engineers 
have any complaint to make against the com­ 
pany they will not make them known to the 
public. 
It wan rumored that Chief Eugiueer Ar­ 
thur of the Brotherhood of Engineers will ar­ 
rive in Kansas City to-morrow. 
This has. 
in a measure, given color to the report that 
the engineers will inaugurate a strike. 


“ I told the railroad people in New York

WHAT HE SAYS ABOUT THE GREAT STRIKE— 
THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR IN FUTURE. 
Specia l Telegram to Tlie Sta*. 
N e w 
X o rk , April 8. —A special from 
Scranton, Pa., says General Master Work­ 
man Powderly was in his office to-day for the 
first time since he came home sick. 
As the 
room in which he does all his work is in his 
house, Le was not obliged to go out of door« . 
His throat was still very sore, and the injury 
to his left side still troubled him, but during 
the ha lf hour that the correspondent was with 
him he talked as readily and entertainingly as 
he always does, but in a low tone. 
“ I presume you are familiar with the con­ 
dition of afiuirs in the southwest,” said the 
correspondent. 
“ Not thoroughly. 
I have got what infor­ 
mation 1 could this morning from the news­ 
papers and from a number of letters, and I 
have just telegraphed to Mr. Turner for more 
fa cts.” 
‘‘Do you regard the ex ecutive board’s order 
for the « trike to go on as a judicious and wise 
one? ” 
“ The ex ecutive committee could not very 
well have done otherwise than they did. They 
had endeavored to get to see Mr. Ilox ie and 
tried to get a chance to arbitrate the difficul­ 
ties and when the officials refused to recog­ 
nize them and to talk with them of course 
they were obliged to let the strike go ou. The ! 
strike is virtually in the hands of the district 
assemblies 101, 9 3 and J 7.” 
“ Had these assemblies a right to order the 
strike in the first place? ” 
“ There was no law in the order preventing 
them from doing it without first consulting 
the general ex ecutive board but at the nex t 
general assembly I shall be in favor of mak- 
iug a law taking the power of ordering a j 
strike from the local assemblies and placing 
it entirely in the hands of the general ex ecu­ 
tive board. 
Such matters properly belong to ! 
the superior authority, before which all the 
facts of disagreement between employes and j 
employers should be laid before a strike is j 
ordered. ” 
“ Does the public full}’ understand the real i 
cause of the Southwestern troubles? ” 
“ No; neither do I know the real bottom 
facts. 
Whichever way the strike terminate? 
1 shall be in favor of having a committee of 
first-class men go over the « utire system and 
find out t he real cause of the difficult}'. Then 
If the committee decides that the corpora­ 
tions are to blame let the blame rest on them, 
if, on the other hand, it is decided that the 
Knights of Labor were at fault, we will take 
the blame like men.

“ Do you thinfk the Knights of Labor will 
be successful ihi this strike? ” 
*T can't tell from what I know of the sit­ 
uation. 
It is very difficult to say. 
I am con­ 
fident. however, this will be the last great 
railroad strike in this country.

in a vast amount of good at any rate. 
The 
people will have to suffer more or less while 
the strike is going on, but it will teach both 
sides a useful lesson, and that is that a strike 
is the last thing that they ought to ha ve.”

S a n A n t o n i o , Tex ., April 8.—C. J . Gran­ 
ger, of the United States railway mail service, 
from Deming, New Mex ico, reports some 
Geronimo Indian news. 
He says just before 
he left Deming Geronimo and his bucks were 
on the point of surrendering to Crook and 
coming in, when a sutler, or supply agent, 
named Talbot informed Geronimo that if 
they surrendered they would all be shot or 
hung, and gave the men a large quantity of 
whisky. 
The redskins became very drunk 
and went on the war path, only about twenty- 
two being sober enough to move into Bowie 
station to surrender. 
The remainder, headed 
by Geronimo, started into Old Mex ico, and 
are yet at large, although one of General 
Crook’s lieutenants, with a company of United 
States troops, is in close pursuit. 
Geronimo 
is encumbered with a lot of squaws, papoos­ 
es and camp outfits and cannot travel very 
fast, and it is thought after he gets over this 
spree he will then come in and surrender, if 
not captured sooner. 
The report came in by 
the Indians who surrendered at Bowie station 
that several of the Geronimo band after g et­ 
ting very drunk fell to fighting among them­ 
selves and a great deal of blood was shed. Mr.

The bank is steep and

rock. 
WLen the train arrived at this point the 
j track commenced to settle under it for a dis- 
| tance covering the entire length. The coaches 
broke from their trucks and rolled over and 
over down the precipice. 
The engine broke 
from the tender, tearing up the track for 
twenty feet. Below rolled the Deerfield river, 
on tho very edge of which the cars were 
thrown. 
As soon as they struck they caught 
fire from the stoves. 
The sleeping car was an entire wieck. 
It 
was occupied by several passengers, not one 
of whom at this hour is known to have es­ 
caped injury. 
One man, whose name is unknown, was 
imprisoned in the wreck of the sleeper, where 
he was burned alive. 
One little girl was picked up dead. 
As soon as the news reached Greenfield a 
special train was made up and sent to the 
scene of the disaster, having on board several 
physicians, section men and a few citizens. 
On arriving at the scene of the wreck a 
horrible sight was witnessed. 
Far down on 
the river bank could be seen the smouldering 
embers of the holocaust. 
It was impossible 
to tell who was hurt aud who was killed. 
Stout-hearted trackmen were lowered cau- 
tiousty down the treacherous height and the 
work of rescue began. 
Merritt Seely, superintendent of the Na­ 
tional Ex press company of Boston, w as found 
in the wreck and taken into the relief car. 
He had a wound of four inches long and 
half an inch wide over his left temple. 
His 
left thigh was broKen and also his left leg at 
the knee, besides whi^li he sustained internal 
injuries from w’hich he will die. 
D. L. Crandall, postal clerk, was plunged 
into the river and got ashore with difficulty. 
He was wounded about the head and his arm 
was fractured. 
The Fitchburg coach was the only one that 
escaped the conflagration.

Itig hts o f W a y T hroug h th e India n T erritory. 
Special T elecom to The Star. 
W as h ing t o n , April 8.—The house com­ 
mittee on Indian affairs has been engaged 
during the past week in completing a general 
bill granting railroad companies right of way 
through the Indian territory. 
“ The effect of 
this bill,“ said Representative La Follette, of 
Wisconsin, who is a member of tlie commit- 
mittee, “ will be to stop speculation by paper 
I railroad companies, in right of way through 
that territory. Heretofore such companies have 
made a practice of getting right of way by 
a t of congress, and then selling out to some 
large corporation. 
The new bill, while in­ 
tended to put a stop to this, guards very care- 
| fully the rights of occupants of land in the 
j Indian territory. 
It grants nothing to the 
railroad companies ex cept right of way one 
i hundred feet wide, and limited station privi­ 
leges for operating the road. 
It involves no 
land grant whatever. 
“ Outside of the gen oral object to stop 
speculation in rights of way,” continued Mr. 
La Follette. “ is the further object to let in the 
civilizing influences which will corns when 
railroads are built throughout the Indian ter­ 
ritory, so as to connect these peoplo with the 
outer world. 
But the bill does not allow 
railroads to be built indiscriminately. 
Only 
such roads will be constructed as the traffic 
of the country warrants.” 
Representatives La Follette and Alien have 
worked faithfully to prepare this bill and get 
it reported in such a shape that it would be 
free from objections.

W as h ing t o n , April 
8.—Washington is

tion of the province then was 59 per cent in 
the district of Posen and 4 7 per cent in 
Bromberg. During the middle ages the coun­ 
try belonged to the Hanseatic league, but 
subsequently it has had various masters, un­ 
til the first partition of Poland in 1 77 2 , 
when it passed under the control of Prussia 
by the will of the trumvirate of robbers who 
rent the kingdom of Poland asunder aud di­ 
vided it among themselves. 
It had various 
fortunes during the Napoleonic wars, but was 
finally restored to the present owners in 1 81 5 , 
and has been systematically and thoroughly 
oppressed ever since, except when affairs 
were temporarily upset by a rebellion in 
184G. This, however, was only the last death 
struggle of a people who had been weakened 
by a half century or more of war, and was 
quickly suppressed. 
Since then the work of 
extirpating Polish language and political tra­ 
ditions has gone steadily on, until now the 
German premier thinks the time has come to 
wipe all traces of Poland from the map of 
Europe.
